The eight steps in the classic 
changeover improvement process are:

It is used to 
assist in determining if a process is in 
control, to separate "common cause" 
variation from variation due to "special 
causes," and is an aid in achieving and 
maintaining statistical control. It can 
also be used to validate improvements 
to a process by showing reductions in 
variability and movement of process 
location towards a target value. 


Control Charts 

A graphic representation of 
characteristics of process, showing 
plotted values of some statistic, in a 
central line, in one or two control limits. 
The control chart is used to assist in 
determining if a process is in control, to 
separate "common cause" variation 
from variation due to "special causes," 
and to aid in achieving and maintaining 
statistical control. Common Cause a 
source of variation that is always 
present; a part of random variation 
inherent in the process itself. Its origin 
can usually be traced to an element in 
the system that only management can 
correct. However employees can 
contribute to identification of causal 
factors and corrections needed. Special 
Cause a source of variation that is 
intermittent, unpredictable, and 
unexpected. It is signaled by an 
occasional point beyond the control 
limits. 

Control Factors 

Features of the design that can be 
changed by the engineer (i.e., 
dimensions, shapes, materials, etc.). 
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Control Item - Control System 


Control Item 

Are parts with one or more types of 
Control Item Characteristics which are 
designed to provide a prescribed 
function and require specific controls 
and records retention to ensure 
compliance with FMVSS/CMVSS. 
Control Items are identified by 
Component Engineering by preceding 
the part number with an inverted delta 
symbol on drawings and specifications 
and other relevant documentation 
(Failure Mode & Effect Analysis - 
FMEA, Design Verification Plan & 
Report - DVP&R, etc) and by showing 
the appropriate code on the release 
documentation. 

Control Limit 

Line(s) on a control chart that are used 
as the basis forjudging the significance 
of variation from subgroup to subgroup. 
Variation beyond a control limit is 
evidence that special causes are 
affecting the process. 

Control Model 

The model of new product family which 
is expected to have the highest volume 
and which also includes all options 
which have a 33% or higher installation 
rate. 


CONTROL PART 

A single part which follows the 
manufacturing process from beginning 
to end.

Control Point 

A location within the control system 
where the product/process is checked 
for compliance to certain specified 
quality requirements.

Design For Manufacturing ( DFM ) 

DFM is the practice of designing 
products with manufacturing in mind, 
so they can: (1) Be designed in the least 
time with the least development cost; 

(2) Make the quickest and smoothest 
transition into production; (3) Be 
assembled and tested with the minimum 
cost in the minimum amount of time; 

(4) Have the desired levels of quality 
and reliability; and (5) Satisfy 
customers' needs and compete well in 
the marketplace. DFM is a 
methodology that simultaneously 
considers all of the design goals and 
constraints for products that will be 
manufactured. Design for Assembly 
(DFA) is only one aspect of DFM. 

Other aspects include all the other 
"design for's" or "-abilities," design for 
testability, quality, reliability, 
serviceability, style, appearance, 
shipping, recyclability, etc. These are 
sometimes referred to as "design for X" 
(DFX). 


Design for Test ( DFT ) 

Testability rules and guidelines required 
by ACD, Electronics Division (ELD), to 
help maximize profitability and 
minimize time to market of our quality 
products. Testability is the ability to 
detect and isolate faults in a timely, cost 
effective and consistent manner. 

Design Freeze 

A point in time determined by program 
management when the design must be 
completed to support a prototype test 
program. Subsequent changes to the 
frozen design are not accepted without 
agreement of the Program Chief 
Engineering. 

Design of Experiments (DOE) 

Analytical techniques that factor 
common cause variation into its 
components in order to optimize 
process/product variables and reduce 
variation. Several methods are 
available for which the following are 
representative: full and fractional 
factorial design, Taguchi methods and 
accelerated methods.

Plant Operating Systems 

The part of FPS that encompasses what 
plants do is called the Plant Operating 
System (POS). Implementation of the 
Plant Operating System involves using 
five sequential phases that take each 
plant from current state conditions to 
the imporvements envisioned in FPS. 
The five phases are: Stability, 
Continuous Flow, Synchronous 
Production, Pull System, and Level 
Production. POS is a common system 
used by all Ford plants. This means that 
all Ford plants are lean, flexible, and 
use the same procudures and processes 
to manufacture vehicles.

A map of the process from supplier to 
customer. Illustrates or clarifies events 
in a process and the routes between 
them.

Process FMEA 

An FMEA used to analyze 
manufacturing and assembly processes.

Product Ranges/Ford Products are 
complete vehicles, such as a passenger 
car, truck, or tractor, also, complete 
engines (including industrial engines) 
and complete transmissions and axles.

Product Verification 

Product Verification is the process 
which ensures that vehicles/products off 
the production line meet the product 
objectives and other relevant Ford 
standards of design and manufacture. 
The process falls into three distinct 
stages - Design Verification - the 
process of determining the adequacy of 
the design in meeting the objectives. 
This is a Product Development 
responsibility. Production Validation - 
the process of ensuring that initial 
production parts meet the design intent.

Production Capacity Sheet 

A job aid used by team members 
establishing and maintaining a Quality 
Process System. The form is used to 
determine the processing capacity of 
each machine in the work sequence. 

Production Conformity 

Production Conformity is the result of 
the process of monitoring series 
production to demonstrate that products 
as manufactured do, in fact, conform to 
Regulatory Requirements. 

Production Only Parts 

Production Only Parts - Parts which 
require a Part No. in order for Supply to 
procure but which are subsequently 
converted into an end item and cannot 
be released for Service, e.g. roll stock 
fabrics which are subsequently 
converted to covers. 

Production Parts 

Production Parts are parts designed and 
produced to meet a specific function on 
cars, trucks, tractors and other products 
of Ford.

Production Revalidation (Dimension, 
Laboratory and ES-test) to be carried 
out by Manufacturing or the Supplier 
when a product change is released.

Production Validation ( PV ) 

Production Validation (PV) - Program 
of engineering tests and evaluations 
conducted to assure that initial 
production parts meet the design intent. 
This program is performed on parts 
made from production tooling and via 
production processes, having previously 
passed all dimensional, chemical, 
metallurgical, physical, etc., 
requirements. The production validation 
program must be satisfactorily 
completed prior to Supplier shipment or 
In-house production of a part. All or 
part of the production validation 
program is to be repeated if a product 
change is released.

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Production Validation (PV) 

1) Is a process that validates all parts 
from all suppliers, machining 
operations, and assembly processes at 
the engine plants with the objective of 
producing a quality product while 
meeting established program timing. 2) 
The testing and evaluation discipline 
which is used to evaluate all internal 
and external supplier manufacturing and 
assembly plant processes with regard to 
the capability of production tooling and 
fixturing-generating components, and 
subsystems or systems at production 
cycle times which meet design intent.

The SDS 1) describes the system in 
terms of interfacing subsystems and 
systems, 2) Consolidates system-level 
requirements from a variety of 
documented sources; provides selected 
and summarized text and metrics from 
these sources, 3) Documents 
requirements developed by the team not 
captured elsewhere, 4) Provides a 
means to sort the same set of 
requirements by type, by sub-system, by 
interfacing sub-system, and by source, 

5) Supports systems engineering and 
thinking, 6) Accommodates continuous 
improvement of requirements, 
standards, and metrics as they are 
developed and refined.

System Targets 

System level targets are metrics that 
define interface requirements, between 
the various systems of the vehicle 
hierarchy, necessary to achieve the 
vehicle target specified at < SI >. Many 
of these interface targets will map 
directly to level one subsystems and in 
some cases directly to individual end- 
items / components. The Vehicle 
Hierarchy, which defines the five 
vehicle systems (Body, Chassis, 
Powertrain, Climate Control, and 
Electrical) has been developed by POT 
# 

8. As an example: to achieve the 
targeted "sound pressure level at the 
driver's right ear" (Vehicle Level NVH 
Metric), the Body team needs to 
understand the inputs they expect to see 
from the systems that impact that 
attribute. Therefore, Powertrain will 
have to supply force input and radiated 
sound characteristics they will commit 
to deliver to Body. Likewise, Chassis 
would supply the suspension force input 
at the body mount points indicative of 
their commitment. (Note: In this 
example, suspension force input is a 
system target, even though suspension 
is classified as a Level One Sub- system 
in the Vehicle Partition or Hierarchy. 
That is because suspension input force 
is one of the metrics that characterizes 
the interface between chassis and body.) 
It is critical that these major system 
interfaces be defined and accepted by 
the five vehicle systems, at the same 
point in time in the program Other 
examples of system targets (and vehicle 
attribute driving them): 1) aerodynamic 
load—body system (fuel economy, 
performance), 2) FEAD load of a 
power-steering pump—chassis system 
(fuel economy, performance), 3) 
parasiti loss—chassis system (fuel 
economy), 4) FEAD load of an 
alternator—electrical system (fuel 
economy, performance), 5) A/C 
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compressor—climate control system 
(fuel economy, performance). 
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System Type Approval - Systems Approach 


System Type Approval 

Is an approval of a vehicle system such 
as those relating to brakes, noise, 
exhaust emission, etc. System Type 
Approvals can be of international (e.g. 
UN/ECE - Economic Commission for 
Europe or EEC - European Economic 
Community) or national nature but will 
be granted only with respect to the 
specific vehicle type for which the 
system in question was tested. 

ECE/EEC Approvals are valid for all 
territories which have accepted the 
requirements determined in these 
Regulations but National Approvals are 
usually valid only for the particular 
territory. ECE/EEC Approvals can 
avoid duplication of effort in obtaining 
individual approvals for each territory.

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Target Cascading - Target Time 


Target Cascading 

The process in which a target for any 
one attribute of an element (ex. full 
vehicle) is distributed, with respect to 
that particular attribute, to the 
partitioned sub-elements (ex. systems). 
A successful target cascading must 
ensure that targets for the sub-elements 
(ex. systems) with respect to the 
particular attribute, when integrated, 
must equal the target of the original 
element (ex. vehicle). 

Target Commitment 

Targets are committed, at each level of 
cascade, by a program team when it has 
confirmed their compatibility (amongst 
all the targets and vs. program hardware 
assumptions), after engineering 
analyses (CAE, experimentation, etc.) 
and gap-reduction and/or trade-off 
exercises. After targets are committed, 
changing any one of them will require 
the formal change control process with 
Chief Program Engineer's approval. As 
a rule, relaxation of one committed 
target must be offset by tightening other 
committed targets such that the vehicle 
level targets are not affected. 


Target Cost 

The development, production, and 
profit costs that the customer is willing 
to pay for a quality product. 

Target Hardpoints 

Developed from the initial vehicle 
package and program assumptions. 
Output during this time consists of 
vehicle size and objectives which are 
approved by the Product Planning 
Subcommittee (PPS) as the primary 
program to be supported by all 
activities. 

Target Time 

The available production time divided 
by the rate of customer demand. For 
example, if customers demand 240 
widgets per day and the factory operates 
480 minutes per day, target time is 2 
minutes. If customers want two new 
products designed per month, target 
time is two weeks. Target time matches 
production to customer demand and is 
the heart of any lean system.

Targets 

A qualified set of goals (not just 
financial). Targets permit management 
to assess whether initial development is 
directionally correct and encompass all 
potentially attractive alternatives. 
Targets are approximate goals to work 
toward, not contracts to be met. A 
typical vehicle program sets target for 
the for the following: quality, pricing, 
features, safety, profitability, weight, 
fuel economy, volume, damageability, 
investment, performance, complexity, 
serviceability, functional images and 
vehicle dynamics, variable cost, timing, 
emissions, and package hardpoints. 
Although many targets are tracked at 
the program level, cost, weight, and 
quality targets are tracked at the module 
level. In addition, variable cost, 
investment, weight, and timing targets 
are tracked at the part level.

The TCPs will indicate 
projected timing (by calendar year or 
model year) for which Concept 
Readiness and Implementation 
Readiness of these technologies are 
expected to be declared. TCPs are 
developed as part of the annual 
Technology Deployment Process and 
were available from all forums by year- 
end 1995. 


Technology Deployment Process 

Annual process which coordinates the 
development of new technologies by 
FAO Advanced Manufacturing and 
AVT. The objective of this process is to 
deliver the right technologies on the 
right vehicles at the right time. The 
process includes: establishment of 
corporate wants, development of 
technology strategies, selection and 
prioritization of advanced projects, 
development of Technology Cycle 
Plans and development of 
implementation/migration plans for 
specific technologies. 

Technology Planning 

The process of developing and targeting 
a consensus list of advanced 
engineering project comprised of 
customer-driven, highly-functional, 
cost-effective innovations. 
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Technology Portfolio - TED 


Technology Portfolio 

At the council level, the technology 
portfolio consists of the high priority 
technologies being pursued at each 
council which are either 
Implementation Ready or Concept 
Ready and for which there is an 
established work plan to achieve 
Implementation Readiness. At the 
technology forum level, the technology 
portfolio consists of all advanced 
technologies being pursued within each 
forum and will identify projected/actual 
timing to achieve Concept Readiness 
and Implementation Readiness. Note, 
technology portfolio has been defined in 
lieu of the term Technology Bookshelf 
to minimize confusion with other data 
bookshelves. 

Technology Pull 

The efforts of responsible program 
management to encourage, fund, and 
expedite new technology. 

Technology Push 

The efforts of a technologist to sell his 
or her new technology to others 
responsible for vehicle program 
management. 


Technology Roadmaps 

Pictorial representations of how 
hardware and software is expected to 
evolve in relation to Ford's strategic 
technology direction. 

Technology, Existing 

Industry technology which has been 
fully developed, is manufacturing- 
feasible at a high quality level, and is 
suitable for application on an industry¬ 
wide basis. 

Technology, Existing (Ford) 

Fully-developed technology which is 
ready for immediate application on a 
Ford vehicle program, and which can be 
used for that program within a highly- 
automated manufacturing environment.

The other is program 
specific, containing a subset of the 
generic metrics with values targeted 
against the metrics.
